Watermelons as a Cure for Yellow Fever, 
To the Editor of .he Memphis Avalanche: 

The Appeal of the 30th dedicates an ‘‘apos- 
trophe’’ embracing a parody on death, to cer- 
tain among the ‘‘durkey population,’’ who 
had purchased melons by the hundreds. As 
watermelons are now pilentifulit may not be 
amiss to note one of their good effects when 
eaten. in moderation. In Dr. HLlall’s book, 
‘‘Health by Good  Living,’’ he bears 
testimony, in a chapter on ‘‘Food Cure,’’ to 
watermelons as cure to yel'ow fever. He says 
it may be reasonably inferred that watermel 
onis ‘‘good for’’ all fevers, and hethus states 
the reason. We know very well that fevers are 
‘‘carried away’’ by free urination; that the 
urine itself is the vehicle which conveys trom 
the body avery large proportion ot its dead, 
waste, useless and diseased material; and it 
would seem that to promote the action of 
the kidneys was but to hasten the cure tor 
fevers, and their name is legion. Certain it ‘s 
that if there is an appetite for it, andthe stom- 
ach will bear it, ~ must, of necessity, be a very 
valuable febritu It is authoritatively stated 
that a few year: ame an American physician, 
then in South America, treated eight cases ot 
yellow tever with watermelons. He gave each 
patient half amelon atatime, and there was 
not a single death. The hint for this 
mode of practice was t.ken from 
anincident under his ecdiien. A yellow 
fever patieut was left late at nightinfull ex- 
pectation of death, but during the night, the 
sick man crawled on his bonds and knees, while 
his watchers were asleep, to an adjoining 
room, where there was a pile ot watermelons, 
ate to his fill, and the change in his condition 
next morning was attributed to the, beneficial 
effects o. the melons. After eating a water- 
meijon the urinat’on is very largely increased. 
It seems to have a prompt and powerful stimu- 
lating effect on the action of the kidneys, and 
when urination ceases, death is inevitable, un- 
less this funct'on is very speedily re- -establish- 
ed. Hence watermelons may be beneficially 
taken when itis desirable to ‘‘act upon the 
kidneys.’

The Coroner’s Jury Still Investigating 
the Cause Thereof. 


More Witnesses Give 
Their Testimony, 


Several 


But Fail to Reveal Any New Facts—A Good 
Word for Gardner. 


The Coroner’s inquest over the body of Jack- 
the negro who was £0 mysterious- 
Pire 


son Gardner, 
ly shot to death va last Monday night on 
street between Fourth and Fiftn streets, -was 
resumed at 10:30 o’ciock this morning. No 
new developments have been made in the case 
since yesterday, and the mystery si:'l remains 
unsolved. The first witress to take the stand 
to-day was 
OFFICER FENLOY, 

who testified as foi'ows: 

On last Monday night, at about twenty min- 
utes to eleven o’clock, I was standing on the 
southwest corner oi Fifth and Pine streets, in 
company with Officer Burke and a private 
watchman. Iheardashoé fired and cries of 
‘*stop him,’’ and, looking down 
Pine street, saw a negro run- 
ning directly towards us. I started 
to head him off and he darted towards the op.- 
posite corner. Officer Burke pas.ed me and 
struck atthe flying man with his club but 
missed him andfell. Then almost in an in 
stunt there came a second shot, and when I 
sot around the corner the negro was down. 
Burke’s talling inierfered with ny pursuit and 
before I rounded the corner the shot 
had been fired. If I had been around the 
corner I should certainly have seen the flash of 
ithe revolver. On arriving atthe body some 
one suggested that a hack had better be calied 
and the man takeu to the Dispensary, which 
was done. 1 then went downto the Chestnut 
Street Station to make nw report 
of the shooting with Officer Hogan, 
who was dressed in citizen’s clothes. I then 
went back to the scene of the shooting to see if 
Icould find any more of our méoin citizens, 
clothes, There was a large crowd on the 
ground, but no one had noticed any of the po- 
licemen so dressed. ldid not shoot at the man 
at all,and have no idea who fired tne shot. The 
shot of Ofticer Hogan attracted a great deal 
of attention, and when the negro turned into 
Pine;street theie were a number of persons on 
the street, and the sidewalk on both sides o! 
the street was pretty well crowded. 

I did not have my pistol out during the en- 
tire evening until I got to the station. The 
three chambers of my pistol. emptied were 

discharged on the 4th of July. 

JOUN H. MILLMAN 


made the foilowing statement: 
lam ajeweler at No. 409 North Fourth street, 
and.room at No. 22, northwest fcorner of 


Fifth and Pine streets ia the Freund baild'ng. 
On the night Gardner was shot I wasin my 
room atthe window. I heard da pistol shot 
south of me and saw aman ranning up Fifth 
street. Two menran out from the corner of 
the Goldcn Eagle clothin:s store asif to inter- 
cept him. Tiey overtouk er came up with 
him at the opposite corner, aud one struck at 
him with a club and stumbled, but quickiy re- 
covered himself. Two men came running 
north on Fifth street, on the east side, and the 
four turned thecorner almost together. Tuen 
the second shot was fired. I can not 
say who fired the second = shot, 
but lam certain that oneof the four mer in 
pursuit Gischarged it. There was no one be- 
tween the man who was shut and thetour jen 
above described at the time ot the second 
shot.

Purks corroberated the statemert of 


HENRY J. GOODHEART 
testified after the noon adjournment: 

‘*On last Monday night I was standing in 
front ot Pearl saloonon Vine street between 
Fourth and Fifth streets, when I saw a mau 
run around the corner of Weil’s bailding and 
turn down Pine street. A man or two 
ran out trom by Freund’s resiaurant 
building, and one of them paused. There 
were twoorthiece policemen in that crowd, 
and the shot sounded like it came from them. 
Ido not know that I could recognize any one 
in the crowd of officers and citizens if I met 
them. Fiom the best of my recollection the 
man who pavsed in the middle of the 
street, had on a dark slouch hat. I cannot say 
that he fired the shot, or who did it, but I am 
pretty certain that it was nota policeman.’ , 

The detectives are searching fora Jew who 
claims to have witnessed the entire affair, and 
can identity the man who did 
the shooting. His'name is unknown, and 
the only clew to his identity is that he passed 
down Fourth street every afternoon. Wher 
the inquest adjourns this afternoon it will be 
until to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock, when 
another effort will be made to solve the mys. 
tery. 

One Who Can Speak Well for Gardner. 
To the Editor of the Posi-Dispatch: 

In youraccount of the shootinzgof Jackson 
Gardner he is described as the lowest vagrant, 
which report only comes from the police au- 
thorities to screen as much as possible their 
cruel conduct. I wish to say that he worked 
for me the past six months, having full charge 
of my laundry. which necessitated his work- 
ing from 6 a. m. to 10 bp. m., and often tall 2 
the next morning. On the night of the unfor- 
tunate affair I dispatched him with a letter to 
the Times-Journal! office, leaving here at 9°50, 
and he was on thaterrand when the shooting 
occurred. He is also descri-: asa stout, 
powerfal negro. He was avery small man, 
me weighing over 135 pounds. All in this 

hborhood who are acquainted with him 
ra orse my statement asto his generai good 
bebavior and quiet manners. And as far as 
I am concerned can say he was strictly honest 
while in wy employ.

And Their Prerogative of Killing 
the Fugitive Citizen. 


Are there No Rights the Policeman 
Must Respect? 


Some Views About the Duties of a Revol- 
ver-Bearing Patrolman. 


The Regulations on the Subject—What the 
Police Authorities Say. 


The fatal shooting of the negro Jackson 
Gardner on Pine street on Monday evening, 
while endeavoring to escape from the police, 
bas created quite a stir in tne community. 
Although four or five policemen were engaged 
inthe affair and the event occurred early 
in the evening no one seems to know who did 
the shooting, andthe whole affair is involved 
in mystery. Considerable discontent has of 
late been manifested by the public at 
the condition of the p e. Its 
detective ability, ,4 f known, 
isawey below zep*. The Sanders a Gold- 
soll affairs arestartling monuments to the fa- 
eflicienc Ahe detectives. There has also 
been a fing feeling thatthe police are far 
too ew to use their revolvers on the 
s¥ghtest provocation, and sometimes even 
without any provocation whatever. Te case 
of the negro Gardner,who received his death 
wound atthe hands oi some unkrown person 
last Monday, has brought the subject of the 
use ot firearms by the police into prominent 
notice. 

Reporters of the Post DISPATCH to-day in- 
terviewed several police authorities and po- 
licemen with the following results: 

Police Commissioners Finney and 
were mei ia the Sheriff's office. 

COMMISSIONER MOFFETT. 

‘* What instructions, Mr. Moffett, has the Po- 
lice Board given the men as tothe use of their 
revolvers?’’ 

Mr. Moffet replied that about sixty days 
ago, just after the Printz 
murder, the Vice-President had 
issued instructions to the men not to use their 
revolvers until inthe last emergency, when 
they were in pcril of their lives. The 
Vice-President al30 told them that 
if they were with 4 crowd of 
roughs and vagabonds, and it looked as if any 
shooting Was to be done,they should not be the 
last to shoot. 

‘*Mr. Moffett, wh the case of the nezro Gard- 
ner, who was trying to escape trom the 
clutchea of the officer, would the police have a 
right,to shoot him?’’ 

‘*‘No, sir; no,’’ was the emphatic reply; *‘he 
would have no right whatever to do so.’’ 

‘*‘It the man escaping were a noted desperado 
would the officer be justified in shooting?’’ 

Mr. Moffet was inclined to think that even 
then the use of a revolver would not be excus- 
able. 


Moffett 


COMMISSIONER FINNEY, 
in response tothe reportoiial interrogatories, 
said the police were only allowed to use their 
revolvers when their lives were in dancer. 
Stiict orders bad been given by the Board on 


| this subject. 


When a man is taken on the force he is tur- 
nishea@ with acopy ofthe Police Regulativus. 
Rule 73 of these regulations says: 

‘‘A policeman shall net use his pistol or 
baton exeept in extremely urgent cases.’’ 

By ‘‘extremely urgent ecases’’ is understood 
such cases as. when the Officer's life is en- 
dangered or the life of @hother person. 

THE CHIEF OF POLICE. 

A call was made at the offiee of Acting Chief 
Capiain William Lee by @ POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter. Captain Les is a very pos‘tive man in 
every respect, and when the subject was 
broached said: 

‘*It matters not who killed that negro, it was 
murder. If one of my officers did it or one of 
the bystanders, it remaing jus$ the 
same—murder. When an officer makes an 
arrest on so petty athing as a misdemeanor, 
a citv misdemeanor; his authority ag an officer 
gives him no right to shoot 
his prisoner. If a pris- 
oner strikes an officer and ge:s beyond his 
reach, that officer has rorightto use h's pits 
tol, only in cases where grave offenses have 
been committed. The tact of Gardner’s escaping 
trom Hogan, Burke and Fenlon on last Monday 
night, and he being swifter of foot 
than they was no reason that 
eitber of them shovid draw 
arevolvcr and shoot him down. I say what I 
do in this instance, not because that I believe 
any of my men shot Gurdner, but irom the 
reason that it was a case of unjustifiables hoot- 
ing.’’ 

ACTING CAPTAIN KENNETT, 
commanding the Central District, entertained 
the same opinion as d‘d Captain 
Lee on the subject. Mr. Kennett went 
further and spoke of the hab‘t o° 
policemen discharging toner pistols inio the air 
as did Officer Hogan when Gardner got out of 
his clutches. Said Mr. Kennett: 

‘*This babit of discharging a 
revolver into the air is a pernicious 
one, and Iam opposed toit both in law and 
principle. It is a practice that, while neverthe- 
less allowed, is not justifia- 
b'e. When 7 prisoner escanes 
from an officer, and that officer, to attract ai- 
tention, elevates his weapon and discharce: it 
into the air, itis apt to lead any officer or 
even a citizen to the supposition 
thatagravecrime has been committed, and 
acting on the impulse otf the moment, the fly- 
ing tugitive is apt to receive A 
shot from the officer or citizen 
in ignorance of the true offense. And then 
again the fleeing man is apt to turnin self- !e- 
fense, and an officer shot down in 
such an instance would not appear 
as murder, for his assailant could 
establish without any tronble self-defense.’’ 

SERGEANT CHAPMAN, 
the Chiet’s secretary, is of tue same opin‘on as 
Capt. Lee and Sergeant Kenneté. 
WHEN A POLICEMAN SHOULD USE HIS REVOLVER. 

The police code, in defiring under what cir- 
cumstances a policeman skould use a revolver, 
Suys: 

He should never draw, or attempt to use his 
pistol, excepiin extraordinary cases, such as 
in the actual defense of his own or another’s 
life; when attacked with deadly weapons, or in 


active pursuit of escaping criminals, charged | 


with great crimes, as murder, burglary, arson, 
etc. Shooting at another isacrime,except when 
proven to be done in self-defense. Therefore, 
if a policeman, sworn to execute the crim‘nal 
laws of the State, should, through cowardice, 
passion, or ma'ice, shoot at, wound, or kill 
another, he would be criminal in a double 
sense, for the reason that. in doing so, he 
would be guilty of violating his oath of office. 
AN OLD SERGEANT’S OPINION. 

In response to the question, ‘‘When is an 
officer justified in shooting a fleeing prison- 
er?’ one of the oldest sergeants on the police 
force answered : 

**An officer must convince bimselt that 
offense has peen committed, that 
the man he is pursuing has 
committed that offense , and tha: ‘t is one pun- 
ishable with death, or imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, and tnen if he is unable to cap- 
ture bis man in any other way, he is justifiedia 
using bis pistol.’’ 

OFFICER KINSELLA. 

Officer Kinsella, patrolman on the Seventh 
and Locust beat, was asked: 

‘*If you order a man to halt and he does not 
ston, what is your duty to do?’’ 

That depends on the nature of the crime. If 
it is a felony that I want amman for, then I am 


| 


‘*Supposing you saw a party escaping after 
hearing a pistol shot fired?’’ 

‘*Then I would shoot at the man,ifI couldn't 
stop him otherwise.’’ 

‘‘Isn’t it possible that the first shot might 
have been fired \y the first poiicemen in the air — 
and the escaping man then treated toa dose of 
loose lead bv a second officer who knew noth- 
ing about the merits of the case?"’ 

‘*Yes, it does happen that way, but you 
must recollect that we hbaveia’t got two orthres 
hours to study a thing o! this kind out in. We 
hear the first shot; the natural idea in aay 
one’s wind is that murder has been ecom- 
mitted, and then one has to act in a flash. 
Supposing we didn't use our pistols to 
make arrests, how wany arrests do 
you suppose we could make? Why 
the first time a murderer got by us there would 
bea howl ma us for curtying arms ant not 
using them. 

‘*You say, however, that the average lied 
will jump at the conclusion that 


| the offense isa very serious one when he sees 


a man running from a policeman.’’ 
‘*'Thatis my experience, and I have been 
eight years ou the foree.’’ 
OFFICER M’KANE, 
of the Third District, said: ‘*An officer is jus- 
tified in shooting a prisoner when hisoawa lif 
isin danger from him, or when the man 6 
committed some robbery or such offense and 
then thumps the officer and runs.’’ 
OFFICER CHARLES BIEHLE. 

Bieble, who has been .on the 
police force for the last fouarteen 
years, now making his daly 
round on Seventh and Chestaut, was asked 
what the duty ot a policeman was in making 
an arrest. 

‘*Well, he must take his man, buthe has no 
right to shoot him.’’

The receipts and shipinents for 1878-9 are 
estimated, but the above figures will be found 
to be about correct, as the year closes Septem- 
ber i, and the receipts are already 330,000. It 
is supposed that there will not be 
over 1,000 more bales received.

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A Glimpse at Harem Life in Cairo. 
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Stories from the Egyptian Nights 
Entertainments. 


[From the N. Y. Herald.| 

CafRo, July 10, 1879.—Those of your readers 
who have come to Egypt to winter for its clear 
skies and biigbt, warm days, or else led hither 
by athirst forthe marvelous, can well re- 
member that, ¢<o where one would, everything 
that was handsome or showy was found to be- 
long to the Knedive. They have generally 
gone off impressed with the idea that, tor good 
orill, he was the main-spring, and ordered 
everything for his own comfort, glory or a¢- 
grandizement. I wellremember driving witn 
a friend, and after passing a number of 
immense palaces, which [had pointed out as 
the propertv of the Khedive, was fina'ly asked, 
‘*Well, where does he live?’’ This was a diffi- 
cult question, as three or four  »pal- 
aces were always Kept in order, 
and the chances were that he wmizht 
sleep at any one of them. only his imme- 
diate attendants knowing where he would pass 
the night, and thatatew moments before he 
enters his carriage to drive off. A cLange in 
the wind or the temperature might lead him to 
believe himselt uncomfortable, or probably he 
might become very filial and implore the hos- 
pitality of his mother’s roof—particularly it his 
numerous family had not been duly submissive 
and had ruffled his temper. I fear that the 
dear old lady would not be looked upon as pe- 
culiarly sensitive upon family morality. For 
her such an occasion was one of great triumph, 
She had to trv to gain:ome lasting advantage. 
Coffee was served by the most charming of her 
women; was the son preoccupied and failed to 
notice the beautiful odalisques, another would 
present cigarettes, athird bringing a sinall tray 
of grapes, while a fourth held a hghted coal in 
a pair of delicate silver tongs. Thus quitea 
number would pass in review beforethe mod- 
ern Pharaoh. 

IHE FASCINATIONS OF THE PALACE, 

If he showed himself proof against this bat- 
tery of beauty thev gave way forthe moment 
to music and the dance. Aiew of the be3t 
dancers would be called to wake the Lord of 
the Harem to thoughts of this world. If he no- 
ticed any one of them, simply saying to his 
mother, ‘‘What a pretty girl!’’ and asking a 
tew questions about her, she was appointed 
valet de chambre for the occasion, and charged 


to watch over her new lord’s slumbers. On 
taking leave of his affectionate parent he 
might possibly deign to remember the least of 
his slaves, and bee that his mother would 
send the pretty girl that waited on him tothe 
palace. That there might be no 
error the old lady would send one ot her head 
women or else her chief eunuch to intorm the 
kehia or chiet of the harem—generally a dis- 
agreeable old woman—of whut had pass-*d, 
and that she trusted to her to make all smoot 
for her young protege. The kebia would take 
into herconfidence that one of the wives she 
especially wished tononor. They hold acoun- 
cil, arrange the newcomer'’s apartment, see 
about her wardrobe, and for the while will be 
mostamiable. Itisalways a delicate point 

First of all, the young lady is sure to be warm- 
ly supported by the Princess’ mother—a very 
serious matter; next, she may become a tavor- 
ite—much more serious. Soit is well to secure 
her dependence and make use. of 
her prestige while _ it lusts. Should 
it have been simply an evanescent 
flame, and she prove unableto bind her lord 
with silken fetters, she will still be cared for, 
treated with a gradually diminishing respect 
unti) itis evident that there is nothing to be 
either hoped or feared, when arrangements 
will be madeto find a husbaad. Should, on 
the other hand, it become apparent that tbere 
is a possibility ot her race being long im the 
land His Highness must beintormed. She re- 
tains her apartment, istreated with great dis- 
tinction until the birth of ber child, atter wich 
she will be duly provided for, given a house 
and servants, but sent ovt from the harem. 
When old enough her child will be taken trom 
ber and brought upinthe hurem, going from 
time totimeto visit bis mother. Sometimes 
the mother dies, probably poisouaed, eitier by 
order or else through jealousy. In this case 
the child will be adopted by one of the wives. 


LIFE IN THE HAREM. 

The constitution of the harem is somewhat 
singular. Inthe first pace the word ‘‘harem’’ 
simply means discreet or secret, and the 
apartments devoted tothe useot the women 
are known asthe harem-lik, while the other 
and smaller part of the building, set apart tor 


the men, is known asthe selam-lik, or place 
of salutation. His Highness the Khedive has 
four wives, wboare generally spoken of by 
their numbers—the First Princess, tne Second 
Her Highness the First Wife. I 
once saw a legal document, = evidently 
translated from the French into 
tbe Arabic and then back into French. lt 
was a deed of sale of a palace tothe first three 
wives. ‘*The agent of His Highnessthe Khe- 
dive, the wise dispensator, acting in behaif of 
and with the consent of his master, did convey 
and sell for the sumof $1,500,000 to UWer 
Highness, Gamat Achat Hanem, the pride and 
ornament of her sex, the giory of womankind, 
first most worthy and taitbful wife of Hts 
Highness, the Khedive, sage dispensator; to 
lier Highness, Moar e]) Mahal, the pride and 
ornament of her sex, the glory of womankind, 
second most worthy and faitnful wife of Mis 
Highnesz, the hhedive, sage dispensator.’’ 
Then on again with the name and titles of the 
third ornament of her sex. It was rather along 
paper; it was produced in court before the tri- 
bunals of the Reform at Alexandria. There 
were severa) judgments against this same pal- 
ace, so the Kbedive decided to sell it to those 
mighty dames. The contract was antedated 
so as to cover the case ofthe judgments; but, 
oh, fatal clause! Toward the ciose of that in- 
teresting document there was a clause by 
which the agent of His Highness, acting envertu 
of an order from the sage dispeusator, liverat- 
ed those high and mighty dames from the pay- 
ment of the trivial compensation sect forth as 
the consideration. Strange to say, the infer- 
nul giaours and infidels who presided over the 
court refused to accept that docuinent as a 
valid deed of sale, saying that it was fraudn- 
lent. The Turks were dumbtounted with 
amazemcnt. A Mosiem court would have 
passed that asa most regular document and 
as an example of the munificence of the wise 
dispensator. 
THE SEPARATE ESTABLISHMENTS. 

While on the subject of the harem it would 
be well to go through with the subject and thus 
show why so much room is required in the 
shape of palaces. AslI have said, His tligh- 
ness Ismail Pasha had one mother and tour 
wives, to say nothing of the mothers of sev- 


eral of hischilaren. Each of these high and 
mightv dames had her own establishmen', 
consisting of about four hundred slave ygiris, 
to say nothing of the proper number of 
eupuchs for communication with the outer 
world. Eacb princess anu her suite orcupied 
a separate building, or rather part of the same 
coHeetion of buildings, which bere goes by the 
name of palace or serail. Thereis always a con- 
necting gallery. Most of these women are 
simply theslaves of the Princess, and were 
given to her attnetime of '.r marriage, or 
may have been purchased afterward. By the 
law the v masterof the house has not the 
right to see them unveiled; the ladies are not 
always very particular on this point, an‘ 
shouid their lord and master cast his ecye on 
any oneoftheir attendants, a due regard for 
the amenities of life would cause the girl to 
be sentto bear her lord his handkerchiet, 
which he accidently forgot. Aiterward she 
would be treated as 1 have before said, if 
sufticieutly interesting to captivate the fancy 
and fix the attention of the pasha, and become 
favorite en tutre;she would be loaded with 
gifts and treated with the greatest kindnes3 by 
all the wives; only she must névér forget to 
give them the paz and to 
treat them with due deference, 
and, should it be necessary, intercede for them 
as tar as possible; but, above ali, to look out 
for the interests of her immediate patroness. 
Naturallv, each of the wives tries to secure the 
same advantage, so it has happened that 
there have been fourj favorites. heir reign 
continues solongasthe great man does not 
tire ofthem. It is the duty of the wives to 
minister in every way to their lord’s wishes; 
nis affections are not considered. The women 
so favored consider themselves very fortunate, 
allchildren born in the harem being leziti- 
mate. Of that there is never question. The 
girl is provided for with great luxurv, the only 
drawback being that she has very little scope 
for her affections. Having attracted the mas- 
ter’s eye, her (uture is secure. 
HOW THE LADIES 8PEND THEIR TIME. 

In adaition to the separate establishments of 
the wives there is what may be called a reserve, 
forming part of the harem of the master, 
These women are completely at bis disposal; 
and itso inclined hecan visit their quarters

prepared ot the ladies, according to their local 
status inthe barem. These were divided into 
cat - So many first-class, to be married 
to lieutenant colonels; so many for the majors, 
and so on down through the army list. or its 
equivalentin the civil service. Word was sent to 
the ministers, or to the chiefs of service, to send 
in the name of likely candidates. The master 
ot ceremonies would take them in bdnd, say 
that the Kbecive had remarked how zealous 
be was in the discharge of his duties, etc., and 
that as a mark of bis satisfaction intengea to 
give him a wite. Possibly the candidate would 
declare that he was already married, in which 
case he would be reminded how very simple 
was the operation of divorcee and the enor- 
mous advantages of becoming a son-in-law of 
the modern Pharaoh. Hewould be told to 
walk about a certain street at such an hour. It 
the candidate was of the higher orders, a lieu- 
tenant colonel or bey, the dowry was $500,two 
eunuchs, two biack slave girls and one white 
siave, the bride being freed by His Highness 
when sent out of the arem. There 
was also uh sort of trousseau sent 
with the bride—a silver tray and coffee 
service, aplated ewer and barin. A list was 
given to the intended husband of the turniture 
he was expected to purchase as the equivalent 
of the bride’s dower. Naturally the more és- 
teemed ot tne ladics fell to the lot of the colo- 
nels and majors. know several men who 
have been married inthis manner. Some of 
them were anything but satisfied, tor when the 
critical moment came of tearing away the veil 
sometimes a hideous old toad would be discov- 


ered. Naturally only the most intractable 
ones are sent off, in revenge for which they 
lead their husbands a fearful dance. Poor fel- 
lows, they dare not divorce them, tor an ap 

peal tothe palace would have brought exile 
and disgrace upon them, There are some 
amusing stories about marrying His Highness’ 
women from the palace. One case occurred 
some years agoin which a now very distin- 
guished man was the victim. 

STORIES OF THE HAREM. 

The Princess Mother had a young girl who 
had been left her by a very dear friend, to 
whom she had promised to take care of her 
child. As the girl grew up she was attachcd to 
the old lady, who finally concluded to marry 
her off. Applying to her son she was informed 
that there was a clever young Major at the 
young lady's disposition. Achmet Effendi was 
informed that the Princess, wishing to honor 
him, would give bim in marriage one of her 
handmaidens. He was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel. The Princess provided 
a house duly furnished, and everything looked 
well for the young couple.

A duy or two 
later she calledon her forwer mistress, and,on 
being questioned asto bow She liked ber bus- 
band, vurst into tears, say’n¢g that he wasa 
wretch, a brute; that he nevercame near her, 
but hid himself in a dirtant corner of the 
house, passing his time reading foreign books. 
The Princess was justly indignant and sought 
her son. The wretch, Achmet Bey, was uin- 
worthy the treasure that she had bestowed 
upon him; he had slighted her Highness’ 
gitts, and was unworthy such a mark of 
favor. So the unworthy husband was at 
once exiled to the Soudan. Naturally a divorce 
was at once declared. Had he not deserted bis 
wife? 

A TROUBLESOME PRINCESS. 

Another man was promoted and married to 
the same girl. The same scene passed this 
time; the Princess was high and mighty, and 
the husband that fate had given her was only 
the meanest of her slaves. Apparently he had 
other views. Next morning he strolled over to 
the palace ot the Queen Mother. Meeting the 
chief eunuch he cusually asked. ‘‘What sort 


of a girlis it that they have given me fora 
wife?’’ The cunuch wished to know why: The 
Bey could only say that he’wus under the im- 
pression thut Her Highness had wished, as a 
mark of her favor, to give bim a wife, but that 
he could not understand how it was vuossible to 
live with such a high and mic¢hty princess, who 
wished to reverse the natural order of things 
and make him stand in her presence. The 
eunuch remembered that there had been some 
trouble about that young lady before; that she 
bad got Achmet Bey into disgrace.

A Widow Loses $20,000 by oe ng— 
Her Husband, Dying, Makes a Testa- 
mentary Provision Against Providing 
a **Nest to Hatch a Brood of Strangers 
In.’ 


[From the Philadelphia Times. ] 

President Judge Hanna yesterday filed an 
adjudication which takes away from a lady 
the sum of $20,000 because she had entered 
che bonds of wedlock against the prohibition 
of a husband now deceased. ‘‘Man has do- 
minion over his property even after death,’?’ 
says Blackstone, and the bony skeleton of 
Phineas Hough, Jr., yet maintains dominion 
over the fortune above ground sufficient to 


prevent it falling to the use 
of another who stepped into his 
shoes. When Hough died he left behind 
him a wife, Elizabeth. He also left 
a will, in which he provided for her as fol- 
lows: ‘*My house and lot, No. 521 North 


Seventh street, with the appurtenances, unto 
my wife, Elizabeth Lynn Hough, her heirs 


and assigns, together with the household 
goods and furniture ana kitecnen utensils 


therein; also the interest of the sum of $20,000 
of my estate, to be paid to her semi-annually 
for and during all the term of her natural 
in 
case of her marriage, the interest of the said 
sum shall cease. After her decease or mar- 
riage, as the case may be, I give and bequeath 
the said sum of $20,000, together with 
all the rest, residue and remainder of 
my estate. to my _ (father, Phineas 
Hough.’’ Notwithstanding the prohibition 
in the will andthe penalty attached thereto. 
Mrs. Hough, on Decemver 16, 1878, married 
Alexander M, Bonbright. . When the trus- 
tees of the est&te, George Y. Shoemaker and 
George RK. Lynn, came to file their account, 
the heirs of the father, who had since died, 
represented by Furman Sheppard, came into 
court and asked that the estate be awarded to 
them, as the widow. by her remarriage, had 
f: rfcited it under the terins of the will. Isaac D. 
Yocum appeared torthe widow and Charles 
Henry Hart for the trustees. The controver- 
sy before the ceurt is thus put by Judge Han- 
na: **It is claimed by the widow of testator 
that the condition annexed to the gift to her, 
being in restraint of marriage, void, and 
she is consequently entitled to the income of 
the fund during life notwithstanding her re- 
marriage. On the contrary it contended 
by the executor of the will of the father of tes- 
tator that the condition is valid, and the wi- 
dow having forfeited by her remarriage all 
claim to the income of the legacy bequeathed, 
the fund should now be awarded to bim. Able 
and learned arguments were made, and nuin- 
erous authoritie s, both English and Ameri- 
e:n, furnished and quoted by the counsel for 
ihe opposing claimants; but with- 
cut attempting equal industrv and 
research the auditisg judge is clearly of the 
opinion that the condition annexed to the gift 
to the widow of testator is such a condition in 
restraint of marriage as would be held to be 
in terrorum, and therefore void against 
public policy, were it not for the limitation 
overtothe father of testator uponthe re- 
marriage of the widow. Put the limitation 
over upon the breach of the condition being 
valid, it follows that the condition itself is 
also good and must be sustained in order to

BALTIMORE WOMEN. 
Their Style and Peculiar Qualities— 


Their Aristocratic Notions and Con- 


servative Ideas. 

What style is to the New Yorker, culture to 
the Bostonian, family to the Philadelphian, 
beauty is cothe Balt:morean, says the Ameri- 
can Queen. It must not be inferred that the 
dames and damsels on the Patapsco are indif- 
ferent tofamily. They buiid mi-rhtily upon 
it; itis atwin weakness with b«.uty. Bal- 
tim¢re blood is considered there a shade bluer 
than any blood flowing in American veins, 
for it is the sole place in the 
country which was founded and derives its 


name from a lord, happily a nobleman by na- 
ture as wellas rank. A great many people of 
wealth and position receive comfort from the 
delusion that they are descended by some col- 
lateral branch from Lord Baltimore, just as 
many Bostonians receive comfort from tracing 
their lineage, through the imagination, to the 
pilgrims of the Mayflower, and the Philadel- 
phians to William Penn. The fair Baltimore- 
ans who have no ancestral connection with the 
Calverts have ties of some sort with the Pink- 
neys, Wirts, Goddards, Martins, Gilmers, or 
other historic or semi-historic folk. They are 
assentially aristocratic in their notions, 
and are none the worse for these, albeit at 
times their social assumption seems a little 
absurdinarepublic. It is mainly on the sur- 
fate; itis acrochet of long entertainment, 
which was naturally stimulated by slavery, 
and which has been slowly disappearing since 
the establishment of emancipation. Lord 
Baltimore, in planting his colony, wished to 
set up there hereditary titles and privileges 
similarto those in the mother country. and 
his thousands of feminine descendants may 
fancy sometimes that they regret he did 
not succeed. But it is only a fansy. 
The Baltimore woman is prone to be very 
conservative and old-fashioned (except in her 
clothes) about manytbings. Maryland is too 
much with her; it forms too large a part of her 
conscious geography; she dweils excessively 
on the past, and is never quite sure that the 
present has begun. She is very agreeable and 
winning, however, despite certain defects, by 
no means serious, and often made piquaut 
through heringenuousness. Even when less 
attractive in person than she is wont ‘to 
believe herself, sbe has an easy, semi- 
indolent grace, a fairly cultivated mund, 
much repose and elegant breeding of the old 
sort. More stately than vivacious, more in- 
telligent than humorous, she is an ornament 
to anv drawing-room anda credit to the re- 
public, which she would render an honor to 
Maryland.

The noise is only the 
sighing ot the wind, or the gentle evening 
breeze. The old gentleman and the burglars 
perform a bit of concerted music, and in due 
course the six ladies enter.
